A FACriOUS OPPOSITION. 



It is a popular delusion, writes it Pnliriat, to 
imagine that ambition is the mark of a (jreal 
mind ; for we fjpqiiuntly observe Hint the 
weakest inlellucts are tlie most captivated 
by it, and in their hands it become* i lie most 
dangerous of weapons. Our own House ol 
Assembly, small as it is, and limited 1 1 if 
the sphere it affords for great men, presents n 
striking illustration of the truth ol line 
maxim. To be the leader of the House, or 
at least the recognised chief of a parly, be ii 
ever so email, seems to bo the end and aim 
of a few of our public men, and the most 
pertinacious and unscrupulous in thti pursuit 
of this position aro the very onus who are 
notoriously tho most incapable oi filling it, 
and in whose hands it would be productive of 
the most disastrous eflecls. There is a small 
knot of factious po iticians in the present 
House of Assembly who seem prepared to 
ijciifico even tho most obvious inleresls ol 
the- country to theii love for power, and who 
will not hesitate to ofldr up even ilieir own 
previously expressed convictions on the aliur 
of their ambition. Mr. Franklin, Mr. Duncan, 
and Mr. C. B. Young buvo distinguished 
themselves, dining tho past week's legisla- 
tion, by such a narrow nnd obstructive course 
of conduct, and have so evidently been 
guided by a paltry spirit of jealousy and 
selfishness, as lo come luiily within the 
category of those to whom the lash of our 
satirist is applied. Mr. Selim Franklin is 
ambitious ; he prides himselt over his fellow 
members on his knowledge of parliamentary 
practice ; ho even aspires — save the mark ! 
— lo the future Speakership of the House, 
should the country be so unfortunate as to 
loss tho services ol the gentleman who now 
g'.i ably presides ovor the deliberations ol our 
"assembled wisdom." Hut the great aim ol 
Mr. Franklin, the tummum bonum of his 
efforts, is to be tho leader of a party in the 
House — lo have a " tail," a " following," 
like a Highland Chieftain of old, who will 
ooino at his call and vote ut his bidding, and 
he has found two or three gentlemen who, 
partly through a feeling of envy, part- 
ly through cherishing a similar amuition 
to himself, have consented to occupy for the 
lima at least, that honorable position. The 
Hand taken by these three gentlemen on the 
important motions brought up in the 
House on Tuesday last — the Com'ix 
Road, Fisheries, and Fl, ur Mills, — is 
sufficient of itself to justily abundantly 
the strictures wo have passed upon them. 
These very threa men who have been so 
loud-mouthed about " developing our re- 
sources" — who have so persistent ly thrust 
themselves forivurd on Exploration Commit- 
tees and tho like, where there was uny honor 
and glory to be gained -these are the men 
who, because they were jealous of the source 
from which the motions ein.tn.ited, and of the 
position occupied by the honorable gentleman 
who introjuced them in the House, wo-Ld 
not hesitate to retard and impede the most 
important and ensily reached interests of the 
of the col'iny. It is but a few weeks since 
Mr. Selim Franklin took boundless credit to 
himself fct the share he had in Ibe discovery 
of those lands which he no.v refuses to make 
available by the construction of roads ; it i» 
but a low months ago thnt Mr. Duncan 
fought val'intly in the House for the erec- 
tion of flour mills in the colony, although he 
now opposes the motion ; it is but a very 
short tima since ''Monitor" inflicted end 'ess 
Iwndille on his readers on the sut jeet of IhIi . 
bait, &c, and did some really good service 
•n aiding in ilia equipment of a cod-tLbing 
expedition to the teeming banks of the n.irlh, 
although now ho lends his voice in tin- 
House to prevent the development of those 
fisheries for the possession ol which we are 
envied by (he world, and the pursuit of the 
liko of which on the Atlantic shores is build 
Ing up the hardiest and most prosperous 
nation on the American continent. 

Nor do these three honorable gentlemen 
stop here. So eager are they to grutily iheir 
petty personal vanily or their over»reachinu 
ambition, that they hesitate not to adopt the 
most discreditable means to attain their ends. 
In order to add one more to their laciious and 
unreasoning minority in the House, they arc 
prepared to tak.' a slep which will draw down 
on them tho indignation and contempt in 
every sensible and right-thinking man in the 
community. Will it be believed thul these 
three men, members of the Legislative As- 
sembly of Vancouver Island, uto actually 
moving heaven and earth to secure the elec- 
tion for Saanich district of Mr. Win. Culver- 
well, than whom there does not exist a mort- 
notoriously unfit person in the colony, In 
orery sense of tho word ! And yet theso men 
have found another supporter in iho House 
in the person of Dr. Trimble, who aids them 
in ti :.r disreputable scheme, and, we shame 
to say ii, in a public journal which, with a 
venality that ceases to bo a suspicion, advo- 
cates in the strongest language tho investing 
of such a man as Culverwell with the power 
of making laws (or a community of inlelli- 
g«nt and respectable Britons. It was once 
said of England that her " representative in 
ititutions were on their trial," but let such s 
person as Mr. Culverwell be elected, and 
their trial in this island will have terminated ; 
the unanimous verdict of every patriotio and 
light-minded citizin will be that our Legis- 
lature has fallen in'o utler contempt, und 
that a seal in tho House of As* embly has 
ceased to be an object worth striving for by 
any man of honor, ability or mil (-respect. 

MORE POLITICAL ANOMALIES. 

Tho political condition of this colony has 
come to a decided dead-lock. Wc have a 
" House divided against itself— servants 
against their masters; men who profess to 
have n wurm interest in the well-being of tin- 
Colony, actuated solely hy party spitit and 
losing sigh! of the great principles which 
should regelate their political conduct are 
leaguing together to subvert the best lutcr- 
ests of the country in one branch of the Legia 
lature, while the oilier is engaged in nega- 
tiving the demands of iho peoplo. 

We have elsewhere alluded to the con- 
temptible altitude nssumrd by the small 
oompaci of obatreclivcs who infest Un- 
popular branch of too Leirislataro. and now 
turn lo Iho uotion of the Logislaiive Council 
in li-specl to ibe Barristers and Attorneys Bill, 
sent up lo them by tho House brjovr. After 
a lengthy tlcbulo unci mature deliberation on 
the provisions of that hill, the House of As- 
sembly, by a majnrily when made it almost 
unanimous, wisely deoidod tr throw open tbt 
.^•tlali of our law courts, to all professional 



gentlemen from the United Kingdom o' 
British p:saes5ions who oould produce proof 
of character and admission. The great 
principles which tho people's representatives 
hud in view in framing thin useful and wise 
measure i»P"o " cheap law '' and " free trade 
in its practice," Those statesmen of en- 
lighteiiarj views saw that tho polioy of legig- 
latfoo in n oca couiilry should be as liberal 
as possible, and a barrier laised against ob- 
structive monopoly. Tho Legislative Coun- 
cil, however, in three short sittings have 
ridden rough shod over this popular bill. The 
principles it involve* have been tabooed, its 
practical utility frustrated, and tho lorn and 
mangled remuins are to bo ignominiously 
soul back lo those who gave it birth. Were 
it riot f or iho dangerous breakers whiob 
ate so uiiiruslakcbly appearing on the 
pjlitical horizon we might afford to laugh 
at this lust display of official insolence. We 
have nominally a representative Government 
in Van-juver Island, but what a mockery 
is i's mechanism — what a delusion are i is 
vaunted prerogatives when tho voice of (ilteee 
f the people's chosen men can bu sooflnd 
al and hushed tiy five paid servants, tho 
puppet* of un irresponsible Executive ! 
Verily Ibe anomalous condition of afTairs on 
this Island may well excite ridicule and con- 
tempt abroad ! A conflict helwoen the two 
Hou"Cs of Legislature lius been somo time 
imminent, and the storm cloud is now brew, 
imf. The House of Assembly, we presume, 
will indignantly repudiate the action

Tho Council met at five minutes to three 
p.m.

Finlayson and H. Rhodes. 

CORPORATION ACT. 

A message was received from the Lower 
House enclosing copy of an Aot providing 
for the election of mayor and council on !th 
Nov., which had passed through the Assem- 
bly. 

Tho President said this was an aot of 
emergency and the second reading should 
take place at an early day. 

The hon- Attorney General moved and 
hon. R. Finlayson seconded that the standing 
orders b suspended and that the bill bo read 
a second time. Carried. 

Tho hon. Treasurer gave notice that on 
Monday ne xt he should move that the Houeo 
go iuto committee on this bill.

BARRISTERS' AND ATTORNEYS' BILL. 

The House weut int% committee of the 
whole ou diis bill, the hon. Treasurer ia the 

chair. 

The amendment introduced by the bon. 
Attorney General at tho previous sitting re- 
speciing admissions to tho bar was again 
introduced and passed. 

The hr.n. Attorney Goneral moved that 
clauses ll£ to VII inclusive be struck out 
and ihe following introduced in lieu thereof: 
Thai t| ia said Supreme Court is hereby 
further authorised and empowered to approve 
admit, and enrol to act as attorneys, solici- 
tors, or proctors therein, any persons having 
been duly admitted and enrolled to act as 
attorneys, solicitors or proctors in the Su- 
preme Court ol Scotland or of any of Her 
Majesty'* colonies or foreign dominions. 

The Attorney-General said that the amend- 
ment "us intended to assimilate the eutiro 
machinery of the bill- It wonld place all 
applicants, English and Colonial, on the same 
fooling- and he certainly did not think that 
the matters referred to in those clauses were 
lii -objects lor on net of the Legislature. 

The lion. U Finlayson enquired if the effect 
of ihe passage of ibis amendment placed the 
admisslun ol pruciitioneis at the discretion 
and will i f the Chief Justice. 

The hon. Attorney-General replied in the 
negative. It was the usual wBy of patting 
it, to say that the Court was " authorized and 
empowered." Any applicant could compel 
i tie Chief Justice to admit him under this 
cluu-i'i provided he was not disqualified under 
any id the provisions of tho act. He thought 
it well that lb« Court should be allowed some 
discretion, as, in his own case, he had not 
brought Ins diploma from England, and 
mijht in consequence have beeu subjected 
10 great inconvenience, had not Iho Court 
exercised its discretion. 

After some discussion the amendment wis 
put und carried, the lions. R, Finlayson and 
H Rhodes contra. 
Clause VIII. already disposed of. 
Tho hon. Arturney General moved that 
clause IX. to XII. he expunged, and the fol- 
lowing sulisiitute-l in lieu thereof: 

" That t|,e practice of a barrister eball be 
distinct fi orn Ihe practice of an Attorney, 
■Solicitor or Proctor in this Colony, and it 
shall not be lawful for tho same person to 
practice ns a barri.-ter and ni»o as an 
attorney, solicitor, or proctor." 

The nori. President thought the clause 
I was unnecessary. Tho duties and 
J s of barrislera were already defined. 
I Itiey persisted in acting contrary to 
ilia Rules ol Court, they could bo ptiniitied 
lor contempt. 

The bon. Coloniul .S.'crotary objected to 
the insertion of the proposed clause The 
Order in Council allowed the Court to admit 
gentlemen to practice in the double capacity 
ol barrister uud otti 'ney, only so long as 
there were nrt a sufficient mini ber of the 
former lo practice before the Court. If any 
gentleman should apply hereafter to Ihe 
Court lor admission who was both a barrister 
and attorney, ihe Court could not admit him 
to the privileges of both, but he would have 
to make big ,-lecliori ; thcrfore, the lour en- 
tertained by the mover could never practi- 
cal ly oriso. 

'1 he lion. H. Rhodes agreed with the pre- 
vious speulj r , and thought that the proposed 
clause was unnecessary. This matter might 
just as well be leli in itio hands of the Court 
us those already entrusted lo it. 

Clauses |\, io XII. wore then struck out, 
iho proposed substitution being lost. 

The bon. Attorney Gen -nil then moved 
that the lo| lowing clause be inserted before 
clause XIII.; 

I S : . That nothing in ibis act contained 
shall enabln u barrister to act as an attorney, 
solicitor, or proctor, or any person aotiog as 
attorney, solicitor, or proctor to act as a 
barrister.'' 
Not seconded. 

Clause XlII. pnssed as Clause IV. 

On motion of the hon. Col. Secrotury, the 
preamble o| tho bill was struck out and the 
amended bill, uith a preamble introduced by 
him, was re-ported complete. 

The third reading was fixed for 2:J0 p.m. 
on Monday next, to which hour the Council 
adjourned.

System, then in its infancy, was not main- 
tained without extreme difficulty and con- 
siderable expense. Except on the shortest 
and most direct routes, failures and interrup- 
tions constantly occurred.

mailers of detail, and yet the perfection of 
deir.il is the cssenco of success in telegraphic 
opera lions. Of the beat modes of securing 
insulation a very general ignorance existod. 
Gutta-percha could bo had, but scarcely in 
the quantities/ or of the qunlity, most desir- 
ablo. Evon that which we had, wo hardly 
knew what to do with or how lo manage. 
Obstacles were encountered even in such 
trilling matters as the formation of post lines, 
tho procuring of the initiators, nud the 
quality of wire. The ouly mutter of wonder 
is, tnut these 7,000 miles or so were worked 
a well and as successfully as thsy were. 

But n round dozen of years has elapsed 
since 1851, and each nnd all of theso yoars 
I has been marked by progress. In this matter 
1 of telegraphic communication by the aid of 
I electricity tho world has never retiogrnded a 
I single step. There may have boun delay, 
| failure, mischance, but, nevertheless, wo have 
: gone onwards. The importance of tho ends 
to be gained, the advantages to bo derived, 
wore loo great to permit a moireut's hesita- 
tion. Electrician ha3 succeeded electrician, 
each taking up discovery where bis lellow 
left off. And wo thus find that that 
thing, which first had exljtcnco in tho 
minds of a few obscure laborers in tbtt 
field of science, now engrosses the atten- 
tion, not alone of men or of comnaniti, 
but of entire nations. Otur 160 000 miles 
of telegraph lines now have existence, and 
it is not easy to find a corner cf tho earth 
Irom which "wo may riot Hash back intelli- 
gence lo countries divided Irom us by thou- 
sands of miles Bui, groat as this distance 
is, there is evory probability that in a few 
years it will coino to bo regarded as com- 
paratively insignificant. In spite of piteous
